Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  District,  and  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department,  for  the  year  1964. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  Urban  District  increased  from 
14*320  in  the  preceding  year  to  15,140  in  the  year  under  review. 

Rugeley's  increase  in  population  lias  become  a  matter  for  annual  comment. 

It  surges  ever  upward. 

Not  only  is  there  a  high  birth  rate  (50 fo  above  the  National  average) 
but  there  is  also  an  annual  influx  of  people  from  outside  the  district, 
which  consistently  adds  more  to  the  population  than  the  total  of  births. 

The  live  birth  rate  was  27.21  as  compared  with  the  figure  of  19.91  for 
the  sane  rate  in  1954,  but  the  change  is  even  greater  than  these  figures 
suggest,  for  the  actual  number  of  births  to  Rugeley  mothers  in  1964  was  just 
double  that  in  1954* 

It  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that  these  cohorts  will  soon  be  pressing- 
hard  on  educational  facilities,  and  on  many  of  the  social  services. 

Uhile  the  live  birth  rate  was  50^t  above  the  National  average,  the  still 
birth  rate,  by  contrast,  fell  to  about  two  thirds  the  National  figure, 
(Rugeley  11.99*  England  &  Males  16.3) 

Such  an  exceedingly  low  rate  is  probably  too  Oood  to  last,  but  is  none  the 
less  welcome  while  it  is  here. 

This  was  the  second  year  in  succession  that  this  important  index  has  fallen, 
the  successive  figures  over  three  years  being  25.86,  21.53  and  11.99. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  close  to  the  National  average  and  this  is 
remarkably  good  for  a  predominantly  industrial  community. 

There  were  nine  infant  deaths,  the  same  number  as  for  the  preceding  year, 
which,  related  to  a  greater  population,  gave  a  lower  infant  nortality  rate. 

No  less  than  eight  of  these  deaths  took  place  in  the  neonatal  period. 

The  causes  were  mostly  those  conditions  which  form  the  hard  resistant 

core  of  mortality  at  this  stage  of  life  -  prematurity,  congential  abnormality 

and  respiratory  failure. 

The  illegitimate  infant  death  rate  was  much  higher  at  71.42  than  the 
legitD  late  infant  death  rate  of  20.4. 

It  is  apparent  that  illegitimacy  adversely  affects  the  babies  chances  of 
survival. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


The  number  of  deaths  was  106  (less  than  in  the 
preceding  year)  and  in  consequence  the  death  rate  fell  to  the  very  low  level 
of  7.00  per  thousand. 

This  is  the  lowest  death  rate  on  record  for  Rugeley. 

It  is  of  course,  very  much  below  the  National  average  rate  of  11.3. 

Such  a  low  death  rate  is  to  be  attributed  not  so  much  to  Rugeley's  salubrious 
climate  or  proximity  to  Cannock  Chase,  as  to  the  general  youthfulness  of  the 
population. . 
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Causes  of  death  were  within  the  normal  range. 

As  one  would  expect  more  than  half  the  deaths  were  due  to  the  degenerative 
changes  of  advanced  age.  Most  of  these  took  the  form  of  degenerations  of 
the  cardio  vascular  system,  and  this  group  accounted  for  51%  of  the  total. 
The  average  age  at  death  was  78* 


The  proportion  of  death  due  to  cancer  (14.15%)  is 
just  what  one  would  expect  from  National  Statistics. 

Rugeley  is  no  better  and  no  worse  than  other  places  in  this  respect. 

The  results  of  treatment  of  the  commonest  cancers  continue,  as  before,  at  a 
low  level  of  success,  and  substantial  prevention,  though  theoretically 
possible,  remains  unachieved. 

It  is  a  position  of  no  change  in  either  field,  and  a  steady  mortality  rate 
is  therefore  to  be  expected. 

The  remaining  main  causes  of  death  are  few,  and 
relatively  unimportant  numerically. 

Five  percent  of  deaths  v/ere  due  to  pneumonia,  and  bronchities  accounted 
for  a  further  4.3%. 

These  chest  cases  had  an  average  age  of  75> 

and  while  no  doubt  chronic  respiratory  disability  had,  after  a  good  deal 
of  invalidism,  led  to  the  final  episode,  the  ages  of  the  patients  were 
such  that  this  might  easily  have  happened  to  fall  into  another  senile 
degenerative  group. 


The  year  was  relatively  free  from  infection  disease. 
No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred,  and  there  was  no  diphtheria,  or  scarlet 
fever. 

Thus  the  infectious  diseases  traditionally  regarded  as” serious”  and  common 
were  absent. 

There  were  cases  of  measles,  to  be  compared  with  229  in  the  preceding  year, 
‘./hooping  coubh  was  confined  to  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  produced  a  total 
of  27  cases. 

Intestinal  infections  included  two  cases  of  dysentery  in  sisters  aged  17  years 
and  1  year.  These  occurred  in  January,  and  igella  Sonnei  was  isolated  in 
both  cases. 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified,  during  the  year 
and  three  existin0  cases  transferred  into  the  district  from  outside. 

Eight  patients  were  cured,  and  their  names  removed  from  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  The  net  result  was  a  reduction  of  three  in  the  number  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register,  which  now  stands  at  50,  the  lowest  figure  so  far. 


302  Council  houses  were  built  in  19&4,  and  169 
dwellings  were  erected  privately. 

Analyses  of  the  water  supply  from  various  points 
within  the  Urban  District  have  shown  that  the  supply  is  up  to  the  high 
standards  expected,  both  chemically  and  bacteriolobically. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  had  the  advantage  of 
friendly  and  helpful  co-operation  from  colleagues  on  the  staff,  and  the 
encouragement  of  the  lively  interest  of  Members  of  the  Health  Committee.
